TEE CHIEF JUSTICESHIP. 


'. lo :tn editorial on the Chief '.Justiceship 
tbe Portland Globe »ays: The term of 
office ol Judge Appleton expires on tbe 
20th day of September next. lie will then 
have completed more than thirty-one years 
of consecutive service as a judge of tbe 
highest Court of this Sta'e.

ted period of human life, and although bis 
years are "four score" nearly they show 
little signs of weakness or trouble. In. 
this respect as In many others he Is an ex- 
ceptional man. As a jurist he seems to 
nave caught an early impulse from Beri- 
Iham and bis school, which has preserved; 
him from much of tbe excessive rigidity 
and conservatism of tbe profession] He 
has been a conspicuous leader In legal re- 
forms and by his writing' has added to the 
fame of American Jurists. As a judge oil 
fairness, readiness and urbanity have! been 
noteworthy. His learning Is wide aod 
multifarious." lie tlote* a well rounded 
public career rich In years and honors.
